"It must 
be terrifically damp, dark and 
cold," said Steve Collier of Bath, 
Ohio, a retired U.S. Navy'tttaster 
chief petty officer who served on 
three submarines from 1973-93. 

The Kursk is lying awkwardly 
on its side in strong currents and 
swirling muck, frustrating repeat- 
ed rescue efforts.

Several compartments flood- 
ed with sea water, sending the 
sub to the bottom.

DIETRICH - Bloated cattle 
corpses, their hair singed to the 
hide by the wind-fanned flames, 
were scattered all over the black- 
ened moonscape. 

Federal and state lawmakers or 
theirj-epresentatives took n first- 
hand look Wednesday at the dev-, 
astation left behind by the very 
hot, very fasr range fire that swept 
through the sagebrush desert near 


Dietrich Thursday evening. 

Bureau of Land Management 
and health officials are now turn- 
ing their attention to the cleanup. 

pealing with at least 600 head 
of cattle killed outright by the fire 
or destroyed afterward because of 
severe burns or injuries is their 
first concern. 

But because of the remoteness 
of the area and the same dry, hot 
weather that created the tinder- 
box conditions, officials say most 
of the corpses won't need dispos- 


al. In fact, many would simply dis- 
integrate before workers could 
even get to them, said Duniel Kriz, 
an environmental health director 
for the South Central District 
Heath Department. 

The BLM will simply close off 
the area from public use until it's 
safe, which will likely be this 
autumn, Kriz said. 

Kriz said water contamination Is 
not a factor either because of the 
depth of the water table. 

"The tilings we’re most worried 


about, like E-coli, will be gone us 
soon ns the moisture (in the 
corpses) is gone," Kriz said. 

Many corpses alrcndy have col- 
lapsed. Officials say within two to 
three weeks the majority of the 
corpses will be withered away to 
near nothing by the extreme con- 
ditions of the desen. 

The exception to leaving the 
corpses to the dry conditions 
might be in areas wiiere power

Blazes prompt managers to close more Idaho wild lands

BURGDORF - One of Idaho's 
most renowned white-water raft- 
ing areas has been closed as 
wildfires rage nearby. 

The Salmon River's 100-mile 
Middle Fork was closed to the 
public starting today. An 80-milc 
section of the main river was also 
closed from Cache Bar to Carey 
Creek. ; 

"The severity of yesterday's 
fire activity in several Middle 
Fork tributaries led us to the 
decision of including the Middle 
Fork in the area closure," 
Solmon-Challis National Forest 
supervisor George Matcjko said. 

In the nearby Frank Church- 
River of No Return Wilderness, 
wildfires blackened a huge hole 
in the central Idaho backcoun- 
try, prompting the U.S. Forest 
Service officials to close off the 
2.4 million-acre wilderness area.

to send equipment and divers. 
The turnabout apparently came

-• Although the drama of the 
£ trapped Russian submariners is 
J-5 being played out thousands of 
. miles away, the sailors' horrific 
‘ plight is as near and familiar as 
a night sweat bn a favorite pil- 
low. 

It is the fear of miners, cavers, 
avalanche and earthquake vic- 
tims and even those trapped in 
an elevator between floors. 

It is the fear of knowing, but 
not knowing. The fear of being 
buried alive. 

Those who have been there - 
and lived to tell about it 
describe the experience as terri- 
fying, and lonely. 

Unlike the sudden shock of a 
plane crash, with its awful cer- 
tainty, entombment is excruciot- . 
ing agony, a slow march to the 
unknown that invites onlookers 
to speculate about fate and con- 
jure their own secret horrors. 

Few can relate to the experi- 
ence of being on hoard a 500- 
foot-long nuclear-powered sub- 
marine in the roiling, sub-40 
degree waters of the Barents 
Sea, but everyone knows what it 
is like to feel trapped and con- 
fined in a dark, muffled place 
with claustrophobia's tendrils 
reaching for the windpipe. 

"It's easy for people to identi- 
Ify with this, a typical kind of 
Z claustrophobic nightmare," said 
Z Dr. Fredric Neuman, director of 
jthe anxiety and phobia treat- 

• ment center at White Plains, 

* N.Y., Hospital. "You feel a loss 
of control, a situation you can't 


extract yourself from, and you're 
out of help's reach. 

"It's like being stuck in a cave, 
or when a child falls into a hole," 
he said. "The same nightmare." 

George Burden has made a 
study of the Springhill, Nova 
Scotia, mine disaster and other 
mine accidents: He said the ter- 
ror of being trapped for the min- 
ers is almost worse than the real- 
ity. 

"You're in nn enclosed area," 

said Burden. "You're in total 
darkness so there's sensory 
deprivation. There will be nn 
impending sense of panic, 
whether you are claustrophobic 
or not. It's like a living tomb." 

"Around you people are start- 
ing to become lethargic, maybe 
dying," he went on. "Some peo- 
ple are becoming angry, or bar- 
gaining with God." 

Burden said that the dread of 
being trapped in an enclosed 
space, not knowing when and if 
escape is possible, is as primal a 
fear as is known. 

Veterans submariners say the 
sailors in the Kursk's bow 
almost certainly are dead. 
Survivors are more likely to 
have been stationed in the rear 
of the vessel. Watertight bulk- 
heads probably have split the 
crew into small groups, adding 
to their sense of vulnerability. 

"Every submariner knows 
that tomorrow it could happen 
to him," said retired Russian 
Capt. Valerei Zelichonok, who 
commanded submarines before 
moving to Israel in 1990. 

For Dan Persico of 
. Amsterdam, N.Y., the Russian 
ordeal recalls the 48 harrowing 
hours he spent trapped aboard 
the USS Squalus, which sunk in 
240 feet of water off New 
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Hampshire in 1939. Twenty-six 
men died. Persico was among 33 
survivors who rode to the surface 
in a nine-ton diving bell lowered 
by a rescue ship. 

The Squalus disaster began 
when a mechanical failure dur- 
ing a training exercise flooded 
the submarine's engine rooms. 

Persico, now 80, was a 20-year- 
old sailor in the forward torpedo 
room. He and the other sailors 
laid on the floor of the tilted sub 
in silence for nearly 24 hours. 
The rescue took another day to 
complete. 

But even then, the Squalus 
crew had advantages the 
Russians in this case don’t have, 
Persico said. "We were in radio 
contact," he said. "We knew the 
rescue ship was on its way." 

While wailing for help, the 
Kursk's sailors might be lying 
still in the pitch-black of their 
bunks or hunkered nt their work- 
stations. 

"You can't count on anyone 
from the outside, but you hope 
somebody will get lucky," Collier 
said. -"You've known in the back 
of your mind that this was possi- 
ble. But the more, you do, the 
more oxygen you use. So you sit 
tight." 

Failed rescue attempts by a 
mini-sub' that cannot latch onto 
the Kursk’s hatches probably are 
draining the crew's hope. 

"They've heard the sub- 
mersibles. They probably don't 
have much heart," said retired 
U.S. Navy Capt. Don Walsh, who 
shares the record for the deepest 
dive -- 32,748 feet into the 
Marianas Trench in 1960.

Transportation Department was 
contacted as soon as the governor 
became aware of the incident. 

"We asked them to show the 
proper sensitivity in this time of 
emergency," Snider said. "They 
were following the letter of the 
law." 

After rolling into Idaho follow- 
ing a successful check through an 
Oregon port, the two fire trucks, 
both with federal license plates 
and marked as BLM vehicles, 
were held for about an hour in 
Coeur d'Alene while officers at 
the weigh station discussed the 
weight violation with their super- 
visor, Walton said. 

The trucks, which are limited 
to 34,000 pounds at the rear 
axles, weighed in at nlxmt 36,000 
and 38,000 pounds. 

More frustrating to Walton was 
that the officers also insisted that 
enough water he dumped from 
the vehicles to bring them to 
commercial weight limits as long 
as they remained in Idaho.

the primitive area and state 
Republican leaders.

Return Wilderness - some 
hunters worried that fires con- 
suming over 120,000 acres of 
their favorite forest could close it 
for hunting.

company employees might have 
to repair wooden power poles 
damaged by the fire. Those ani- 
mals will be buried. 

• "We're mainly concerned about 
fecal contamination there," said 
Cheryl Jumenen, district director 
for the Heal tit District. 

About 15 power poles in the 
area were damaged to the point of 
needing repair soon. However, 
power fines in the area are still 
operational. * 

Juntenen said BLM and health 
officials will do what they can to 
remove those carcasses and edu- 
cate the workers about the poten- 
tial dangers. 

BLM offidaLs have also started 
to think about rehabilitation of 
the charred sagebrush desert. 
Most of the vegetation in the 
20,000-acre area was burned to 
the ground. In some areas the 
roots of the original grasses, 
plants and shrubs are still intact 
and will regenerate, said Amie 
Pike, a range land management 
spedalist with the BLM. 

However, the bulk of the area 
will needed to be reseeded. A 
variety of grasses, broadlcaf 
plants and shrubs will be used in 
the regeneration. But because of 
the expense of native vegetation, 
BLM land managers, os is com- 
■ mon practice in bum areas across 
the West, will have to settle for 
non-native plants like crested- 
wheat grasses and alfalfa. 

Some sagebrush may be 
replanted. 

An interdisciplinary team of 
wildlife biologists, range land 
managers and water specialists 
will be involved in the regenera- 
tion effort, Pike said. 

The lighting-caused blaze 
claimed an average of one square 
mile of sagebrush every six min- 
utes easily overtaking the pan- 
icked cattle inits path. 

More than 600 head of cattle 
died in the blaze or had to be 
destroyed later. 


"They basically couldn't get out 
of the way," said Andy Payne, a 
fire control officer for the BLM. 

Payne and his BLM colleagues 
led the group of lawmakers head- 
ed briefly by U.S. Sen. Larry Craig 
and including four state legisla- 
tors and representatives of U.S. 
Rep. Mike Simpson and Gov. Dirk 
Kcivpthomc. The three-hour tour 
covered mostly BLM-managfd 
land which was most of the land 
burned. 

The dry, hot conditions of the 
late afternoon and the 40 to -50 
mph winds spawned by the same 
storm cell that started the fire 
combined to push the fire so 
quickly that a BLM employee rid- 
ing a four-wheeler couldn't keep 
up with the blaze's progress.

‘‘We’re talking about rcseurch 
at this stage, not treatment," Dr. 
Liam Donaldson, the medical 
officer, cautioned. ‘‘There is 
major, major medical potential, 
but we need medical research to 
see whether this potential can 
_ be. realized," 

While many countries are 
working on laws to ban human 
cloning, several others are con- 
sidering the prospect of allow- 
ing its limited use for research 
into the treatment of disease. 
Ethical concerns have tempered 
the, pace in many countries. 

Britain allows scientists to 
conduct research on embryos up 
to 14 days old for fertility, con- 
genital and other disorders, but 
does not permit them to be used 


research was banned in 1990. 

The report recommended the 
14-day law remain and that leg- 
islation be introduced to ban 
hybrid animal-human embryos 
and to reaffirm the nation's ban 
on creating cloned babies. 

The reason for the proposed 
change is the potential of what 
are known as embryonic “stem 
cells," the parent cells of the 
human body that go on to form 
most types of cells and tissues. 

An embryo is essentially a 
ball of stem cells that evolves 
into a fetus when the stem cells 
start specializing to create a ner- 
vous system, spine and other 
features - at about 14 days. 

Scientist! hope - that by extract- 

ing the stem cells from the 
embryo before they start to spe- 
cialize, their growth can be 
directed in a lab to become any 
desired cell or tissue type for 
transplant. 

The hope is that one day it 
will be possible to grow neurons 
to replace nerve cells in a brain 
killed by Parkinson's disease, 
skin to repair bums, und pancre- 
atic cells to produce insulin for 
diabetics. 
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Cloned pigs help science 
toward replacement organs 


WASHINGT ON - Two teams of 
researchers have unnounccd they 
have cloned pigs, the first step 
toward using the animal to grow 
replacement hearts and other 
orguns for ailing humans. 

A team led by a Japanese 
researcher announced in the jour- 
nal Science that it had cloned a 
single piglet. Separately, a 
Scottish company said it had 
cloned a litter of five pigs. 

As a result, pigs have been 
added to the cloned barnyard of 
sheep, goats, cows and mice. 

“Pigs have an enormous poten- 
tial for xenotransplantation (trans- 
planting organs. from one species 
to another) in humans,” said Tony 
Perry, a Rockefeller University 
researcher and co-author of the 
Science study. “This is a break- 
11 through toward that goal." 


The pig, he said, is considered 
the best species to use for grow- 
ing organs to replace niling 
hearts, livers and kidneys in 
humans. 

“The pig organs roughly match 
the size of human adult organs,” 
Perry said. “They also are ami- 
able to transplant surgery.” 

Work on the litter of pigs 
cloned by PPL Therapeutics Inc. 
of Scotland involved some of the 
same researchers who cloned a 
sheep called Dolly. Thui was the 
first use of cells from an adult 
mammal to done another animal, 
The PPL success was reported 
in a study released electronically 
Wednesday by the peer-reviewed 
British scientific journal Nature, 
five montlis after the researchers 
made public their work in the 
popular press.

The recall effort was led by the fami- 
ly and friends of former Hagerman 
High School Principal Wayne Ills, 
whom the board removed from his 
post halfway through a two-year con- 
tract. Because the decision was a per- 
isonnel matter, the School Board could- 
n’t discuss it unless Ills gave his con- 
sent - and Ills never did. 

Though the board was gagged, the 
story still got out. By most accounts, 


Ills was a congenial guy who simply 
wasn't up to the rigors of running a 
high school. That the board chose to 
replace him - knowing it would incur 
the wrath of Ills' supporters - suggests 
that Hagerman's school trustees are 
serious about raising performance in 
their district. 


The board appears to be focused on 
the right things, and the community 
has affirmed every member with a 
vote of confidence. That should end 
the dispute.

It seems 
as if A1 Gore owns stock in Occidental 
Petroleum, which wants to drill on land 
in Colombia claimed by the U'wa tribe. 

“They are so devastated, they may 
commit mass suicide," soys John. 

Several Beverly Hills police officers • 
pulled up on motorcycles to ensure the 
protesters did not interfere with shop- 
ping. They intercepted the tree people at 
the city's border and negotiated with 
their attorney for an hour to work out 
the protest details.

Too many dairies create odors. 

The people who are having problems 
with the industrial confined animal 
feeding operations do not want to elimi- 
nate all agriculture, dairies or their 
products, as a misinformed media per- 
sonality would like the Magic Valley 
community to believe. Many of us have 
lived around family dairies for years 
and experienced very few problems. It . 
is extremely vital to have an informed 
media to acquaint the public with the 
facts to avoid misleading the communi- 
ty by disseminating misinformation and 
biased sentiment. Indicating we oppose 
all dairy and agricultural operations is 
an absolute untruth. There is a big dif- 
ference between an industrial-size 
CAFO and the family dairy or general 


agricultural operations, which we do not 
oppose. 

Our concern is that the excessive num- 
ber of confined animal units has created 
an inability to properly manage corral 
and lagoon odor, manure waste, nitrate 
levels, flies, hydrogen sulfide and ammo- 
nia gases, etc., resulting in air pollution 
and potentially leading to water contam- 
ination and health problems. If the rapid 
growth and increased size of the indus- 
trial dairies (CAFOs) are out-stripping 
the technology to manage these ambient 
factors, then limits must be placed on 
the size of these industrial CAFO opera- 
tions. If adequate technology exists, 
ordinances must be adopted requiring 
the use of these technologies before any 
permits are issued. These CAFO opera- 
tions must not be granted permits to 
operate without using equipment and 
techniques that have been field tested 
and proven effective in controlling these 
ambient factors. 

Above all, the public must be given 
proper notice and adequate opportunity 


to be heard on the issue before granting 
penpits to new operations, increasing 
the size or structure of an existing oper- 
ation or transferring an owner's permit. 

If the problem is an unwillingness on 
the part of the county planning and zon- 
ing and/or the county commissioners to 
pass, implement and adhere to these 
ordinances, we need to elect officials 

that will take charge and resolve the 

problem. 


We challenge you to drive by the 
8, 000-animal unit CAFO so you can 
make an informed decision regarding 
this issue. These massive operations 
could invade your neighborhood. There 
was no public hearing, and we, like 
most, were unfamiliar and unaware of 
the potential problems. 

We did not anticipate an industrial 
CAFO could affect us to this extent at a 
distance of nearly two miles and others 
even farther away.

U.S. suffers from several kinds of poverty 

M y nearly 2-year-old ~ ~~ future of America, but there is 
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M y nearly 2-year-old 
son puts his hand 
on my chuck and 
turns my head 
toward him when 
he thinks I'm not paying dose 
enough attention to him. It's his 
way of getting me to focus. That’s • 
what we need to do now - focus on 
the relationships, values and com- 
mitments that give our lives coher- 
ence and purpose. 

From the podiums of 
Philadelphia and Los Angeles, we 
“hear both parties chanting the 
-mantra, "leave no diild behind." 
It’s time for tliat oft-repeated 
promise to be kept. 

But first we must face the fact 
that what's happening in the 
streets of Am erica is connected to 
what’s happening in the hearts of 
Americans. Our culture of prosper- 
ity is covering up three interrelat- 
ed kinds of poverty - material, 
spiritual and dvic - that grip our 
society. 

Regarding the first, the greatest 
moral question in American poli- 
dcs today is, what is our prosperity 
for? Will it serve as an excuse to 
forget those left behind? Or will it 
indude those who have fallen 
through the cracks in our soaety, 
inducting almost 14 million dtil- 
dren? 

The question is unanswered, but 
both party conventions have at 
least acknowledged dint poverty 
continues side by side with pros- 
perity. The biblical prophets say 
that a sodety's integrity is judged 
not by its wealth and power, but l)y 
how it treats its most vulnerable 
members. When one in five 
American children ore still poor, . 
the moral underpinnings of our 


unprecedented prosperity are in 
great disarray. 

But addressing this material 
poverty is not enough. We also 
mast address another kind of 
poverty - the spiritual poverty that 
comes as the result of our sodety's 
anxious striving after affluence. It 
is the great myth of modem adver- 
tising that mere prosperity can 
give us happy, fulfilled and pur- 
poseful lives. But shopping can't 
satisfy the deepest longings of the 
human heart. The market fuels a 
relentless cycle of working in order 
to buy more things, which takes 
predous time away from family 
and community and tints threatens 
our moral balance. 

One need only look at the front 
pages of our newspapers. Many of 
the school shooting sprees that 
have shocked the nation were car- 
ried out bjyniddle-dass white kids 
from twtfparent homes. Listening 
to them talk, you discover that 
something has gone terribly wrong 
in their value systems. Affluence 
helps to mask moral and spiritual 
poverty. 

There also is a tltird kind of 
poverty in our political life, a dvic 
poverty. Widespread cynidsm 
about politics, the alarming 
decline of voter turnout, tlte 
increasing control of our political 
systdm by moneyed elites and the 
coarsening of our public debate 
can l>e l>est understood as aspects 
of this dvic poverty. 

These aspects of poverty - of 
economic well-being, of the human 
spirit and of our dvic life affect the 


future of America, but there is 
hope. When I ask students why 
they spend far more time in volun- 
teer service projects than would be 
necessary for a balanced resume, 
they tell me they are looking for 
"meaning" and "connection." Our 
youth are right in sensing tliat ser- 
vice for sodal justice is key to 
overcoming our collective jxjverry 
of mind, Ixxiy and spirit. 

Only a valucs-hased politics can 
overcome our many states of mate- 
rial, spiritual ami civic poverty. 
This requires a transition from 
rhetoric that blames to solutions 
that heal. It requires implementing 
real answers, not just finding more 
ways to argue over the questions. 
Values- based politics does not ask 
what is liberal or conservative hut, 
rather, what is right and what 
works. Tliis requires communal 
soul-seardiing, because the prob- 
lems of prosperity arc not just 
material and political, but also 
spiritual. 

One good sign is that many voic- 
es are now calling for a renewed 
commitment to the common good 
over die bottom line, and an ethic 
of both personal and sodal respon- 
sibility. Many are finding that 
engagement in their communities 
provides practical solutions toward 
overcoming poverty, leads to 
greater personal satisfaction and 
creates the rebirth of a vibrant citi- 
zen pohtitx Th<^ arc the ingrcdi 
ents for reawakening genuine 
democracy.

Teachers unions and school prospects 
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A nyone who wants to 
improve our nation's 
schools would be 
wise to ponder a 
basic fact: that the 
teachers unions have more influ- 
ence on the public schools than 
any other groups in American 
sodety. 

The unions shape the schools 
from the bottom up, through col- 
lective bargaining. These activi- 
ties are so broad in scope, and 
lead to contract rules so numer- 
ous and restrictive, that virtual- 
ly everything about the organi- 
zation of schools is affected. The 
unions also shape the schools 
from the top down, through 
political action. Their massive 

—pipemberships and awesome. 

I resources give them unrivaled 
power in the politics of educa- 
tion, allowing them to affect 
-which polides are imposed on 
the schools by government - and 
to block reforms they don't like. 

Despite their importance, the " 
unions have not been on reform- 
ers' radar screens. In the hun- 
^tjrcds of offidal reports on 
school reform published over 
the last few decades, they have 
almost always been ignored. 

This is an unfortunate state of 
affairs. It is especially troubling 


because union interests are 
often in conflict with the public 
interest. The unions are funda- 
mentally concerned with pro- 
moting the job security and 
material well-being of their 
members, and with increasing 
the size, financial strength and 
power of their own organiza- 
tions. 

The unions push for rules that 
make it impossible to get rid of 
bad or mediocre teachers. They 
push for salary, promotion, and 
transfer policies that rely heavi- 
ly on seniority, and have nothing 
to do with teacher quality. They 
resist efforts to evaluate teacher 
performance, and even oppose 
testing current teachers to see if 
they are comjietent enough to 
be in the dassroom. 

These examples are just the 
tip of a large and threatening 
iceberg. Because of the unions, 
schools have grown bureaucratic 
and inflexible. And because of 
the unions, efforts to create a 
more dynamic and responsive 
system have been sabotaged in 
politics, despite their popularity 
with parents. 


If real reform is ever to come 
to American education, our lead- 
ers must face up to the teachers 
unions and do what is best for 
kids and schools. The catch is 
that many leaders are unwilling 
to do this - for the unions' power 
is very real. Indeed, they have 
colonized the Democratic Party, 
whose officeholders and candi- 
dates almost never take posi- 
tions on education that conflict 
with union interests. 

So Americans who want better 
schools shouldn't hold their 
breath. In the near term, espe- 
cially if die Democrats do well 
in the coming election, the 
teachers unions will remain 
firmly in the driver's seat - mak- 
ing sure that we don't actually 
go anywhere. 

Progress will not come easy. 
But the more Americans are 
aware of what the teachers 
unions are doing, the more like- 
ly the unions and their political 
allies will be held to account. 

And the more likely things will 
finally change.

TWIN FALLS - Randy Koch 
fulfills NASCAR driving dreams. 

Rolling out five 430-horsepow- 
er, Winston Cup-type race cars 
from his massive Peterbilt-towed 
trailer, Koch welcomed nine stu- 
dents Wednesday at Magic 
Valley Speedway for his 
Competitive Edge Racing School. 

In "a traveling carnival" of rac- 
ing, as he likes to describe it, 
Koch conducts classes "on 
improving driving skills for both 
racing and on the road."

During the tour, Craig checked 
on the results of weed control 
efforts he helped develop. 
Because weeds sprout on all lands 
- public, private, state and federal 
•• weed control efforts haven't 
always been organized. 

"In the past, there’s been a 
standoff over whose responsibility, 
the weeds are,” Craig said after 
touring the office. - 

Craig said a bill he introduced 
became federal law about two 
months ago. The bill helps federal 
and state agencies coordinate 
weed control efforts. 

"There is a massive infestation 
of weeds on public lands and the 
law demonstrates how coopera- 
tives work," Craig said. 

The Camas Creek cooperative, 
which started about two years ago, 
helps private and public land 
managers fight noxious weeds, 
according the cooperative's execu- 
tive summary. 

Craig said he helped the Camas 
cooperative by helping it secure a 
$35,000 federal grant. Other.coop- 
eratives around the state get 
-money — from — the — Idaho — 
Department of Agriculture, he 
said. 

"We've always had countywide 
weed control districts, but about 
six years ago a law was passed 
allowing more cooperation," Craig 



said.

But the- assessments were cal- 
culated incorrectly, and were fig- 
ured ut about $75 per frontage 
foot. Adding to the confusion, 
the four corner addresses at 
Main and Lincoln streets were 
calculated only on one side of 
the buildings. 

"The frontage should have 
.been calculated along Main 
Street then around the corner 
and along Lincoln Street, rough- 
ly doubling the amount in the 
mailed assessments for those 


buildings," said Leroy Craig, who 
owns one of the comer buildings, 

“ the Prescott Craig building. 

"The assessments will be recal- 
culated at the original $64.92 fig- 
ure and the four comer buildings 
assessments will go up to include - 
— the full st roe rrrontage;"~cliy^ 
engineer Scott By bee said. "The 
corrected assessments will be 
mailed out again to the mer- 
chants." 

Mayor Dennis Moore defended 
the work. 

"Even with all the construc- 
tion delays and many mistakes 
. the beautification project was 
the best thing to happen to 
downtown Jerome," he said. "It 
was a worthwhile project. ... 
Downtown looks much better. "

WASHINGTON (AP) -- 
Average ACT scores held steady 
for a fourth year in a row, sug- 
gesting student performance on 
the college-entrance exam may 
have hit a plateau after improv- 
ing steadily during most of the 
1990s. 

More graduating high school 
seniors than ever this spring took 
the took the set of tests, formerly 
known as the American College 
Testing assessments. The annual 
report records the scores of grad- 
uating high school seniors, 
though juniors also take the 
exam. 

The average composite ACT 
score for 2000 was 21 of a possi- 
ble 36 for the record 1.1 million 
high school students who took 
the tests, which measure skills in 
English, math, reading and sci- 
. once. _•.... 

In Idaho, where 64 percent of 
graduating seniors took the test, , 
the average composite score was 
21.4. Twenty slates had higher 
composites. 

This year’s average score is the 
same as last year when 1 million 
students took the tests, the test- 
ing organization, based in Iowa 
City, Iowa, said Wednesday. 

ACT scores fell during the 
1960s and 70s, and rose by only 
one-tenth of a point during the 
'80s. But average scores climbed 
steadily from 1992 to 1997, when 
it reached its current average

what careers they plan —reflects 
the skills of 38 percent of the 
nation's estimated 3 million high 
school graduates, and roughly 
two-thirds of America's entering 
college freshmen. 

The test is one of two major 
entrance examinations. Results 
from the other major standard- 
ized admissions test, the SAT, are 
expected to be released Inter this 
month. Sponsors of the SAT esti- 
mate that about 2 million stu- 
dents cadi year take that test. 

Of the states where more than 
half of graduating seniors take 
the test, the highest average com- 
posite scores were in: Wisconsin 
(22.2), Iowa (22.2), Iowa (22) and 
Minnesota (22). The highest score 
composite overall was in Oregon 
(22.7, with 12 percent of high 
school graduates tested); the low- 
est scores were in the District of 
Columbia (17.8, with 18 percent 
of graduates tested). Mississippi, 
which had the highest percent- 
age of ACT test-takers, at 84 per- 
cent, had the second-lowest aver- 
age score (18.7).

BOISE (AP) - A unanimous 
Court of Appeals on Wednesday 
voided the acquittal of an illegal 
alien who had been charged 
with first-degree murder in the 
1997 slaying of another man dur- 
ing a confrontation at the end of 
a night of drinking and using 
drugs. 

The three-judge court ruled 
that now-retired 7th District 
Judge- James Herndon erred 
when he overturned a jury's con- 
viction of Hector Auxilio 
Gonzalez on the lesser crime of 
voluntary manslaughter in the 
death of Saul Olguin Villegas, 
33. 

The appellate court held that 
Herndon was wrong in substitut- 
ing his judgment of the facts in 
the case for that of the jury's 
when the prosecution and 
defense stories contradict each 
other. 

"The jury was entitled to dis- 
believe Gonzalez's trial version 
of the facts, which was contra- 
dicted by other evidence and 
testimony elicited by the state," 
Judge Alan Schwartzman wrote 
for the court. 

The man who actually pulled 
the trigger, Antonio Panteras 
Rodriguez, pleaded guilty to vol- 
untary manslaughter and is serv- 
ing a four-to-12-ycar prison term. 

State -Appellate Public 
Defender Ron Coulter said he 
was considering an appeal to the 


Supreme Court. 

But the appellate ruling will 
apparently have little impact 
since Gonzalez, 27, was deported 
to Mexico in September 1998. 
Typically, deportees are not pur- 
sued in those cases. 

Gonzalez and Villegas had 
words about Gonzalez's wife out- 
side Gonzalez' Idaho Falls apart- 
ment the night of the killing. 
Afterward, Gonzalez went 
inside, got a pistol and told his 
wife that Villegas wanted to kill 
him so he will kill Villegas first. 

He left with Rodriguez and 
went to Rodriguez trailer, where 
they were drinking beer when 
Villegas showed up and demand- 
ed to fight Gonzalez. The details 
of what happened after that 
remain unclear. 

Gonzalez claimed Villegas 
took his gun away and began 
beating him until he eventually 
asked Rodriguez to help him. He 
told Rodriguez to keep Villegas 
from killing him, and Rodriguez 
responded by shooting Villegas 
twice. 

Herndon ruled that once the 
jury declined to convict 
Gonzalez of first-degree or sec- 
ond-degree murder, they also 
concluded that he did not intend 
to kill Villegas so that they could 
not support a voluntary 
manslaughter conviction. 

But the appellate court dis- 
agreed. 


"From our independent 
review of the evidence, we con- 
clude that a reasonable mind 
could find that each material 
clement of a voluntary 
manslaughter offense was 
proven heyond a reasonable 
doubt against Gonzalez," 
Schwartzman wrote. 

In a second case, the appellate 
panel upheld the first-degree 
murder conviction and 25-year- 
to-life sentence of Jose Santaha 
for the 1994 slaying of JoSe 
Hernandez. The court rejected 
Santana's claims that he was 
subjected to double jeopardy 
because of failure to dismiss a 
juror or that he was denied a 
fair trial when evidence showirfg 
Hernandez had been using drugs 
was excluded.

Idaho chairwoman faces tough task 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Mary 
Lou Reed is up against 36 years 
of history as she tackles the 
daunting task of getting Idaho to 
vote for Ai Gore ns president. 

A Democratic presidential can- 
didate has not carried heavily 
Republican Idaho since Lyndon 
Johnson in 1964, and President 
Clinton got just a third of the 
vote four years ago. 

“We’re rebuilding the 

Democratic Party in Idaho," 
Reed, Gore’s state chairwoman, 
said Wednesday nt the 

Democratic National Convention. 
Clinttm did better in ’96 than he 
did in ‘92, and we’re hoping Gore 
will do better in 2000." 

Reed hopes for a win but 
expects to settle for a respectable 
showing. She wasn't ready to say 
what counts as a respectable 
showing. 

"I hesitate to say,” said Reed, a 
former state senator from Coeur - 
d'Alene whose son, Bruce, is u 
domestic policy adviser to 


President Clinton. 

As an early part of her cam- ' 
paifin strategy, Reed asked oth- 
ers in the Idaho delegation to 
think of tidbits about Gore that 
would make him more palatable 
to the state’s conservative voters. 
Democrats in the state have suf- 
fered political losses in Idaho 
over the past 10 years as 
Republicans have exploited the 
national party’s positions on 
issues such as gun control and 
federal land management policy. 

“It’s not that we want our can- 
didate to bend like a willow, but 
we certainly want explanations of 
his positions on hunting and fish- 
ing, etc.,” Reed said. 

Overcoming the unpopularity 
of the national party’s positions 
will not be .easy! said Jim 
Weathcrby, a professor of politi- 
cal science at Boise State 
University. Weatherby said Gore 
will suffer from his association to 
Clinton and environmental poli- 
cies opposing logging, mining and 
grazing on federal lands. 


Wildfires bankrupt Utah fire funds 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) -- 
Utah’s Department of Natural 
Resources is $900,000 over budget 
this year from the cost of fighting , 
fires, and it expects to spend mil- 
lions more it doesn't have in com- 
ing weeks.

Utah shuts doors on 
private prison plan 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Utah's first experiment with a 
fully privatized prison has been 
scrapped due to promised savings 
that never materialized. 

Instead, the state will rely on 
renting more bed*spnce from 
expanded jails in Beaver and 
■ Millard counties, said H.L. “Pete" ' 
Haun, executive director of me 
Department of Corrections. 

"The decision was made to 
abandon the privatized prison 
and the basic reason for that is, 
it’s just not fiscally attractive at 
this time,” Haun said. “Basically 
what it comes down to is that the 
funding for the beds from the 
counties versus operating a pri- 
vate prison will result in savings 
per year of approximately S2.6 
million.’' * 

The 500-bed medium-security 
prison was supposed to be built 
12 miles outside Grantsville by 
Cornell Corrections. 

Cornell received tiptice 
Tuesday that the deal was being 
terminated via a fax from the 
department. 

“Am I disappointed? Very. I 
have a lot of years of my life tied 
up in this program," senior vice 
president Marvin Wiebe said 
Wednesday morning. 

The company beat out three 
other bidders for the contract in 
June 1999, but the state halked at - 
. signing a contract because the 
number of prisoners being locked 


up flattened out. 

As time dragged on, interest 
rates rose and the value of 
Cornell’s stock nose-dived - from 
S21.50 per share in April 1999 to 
S5.88 on Aug. 1 - making it impos- 
sible for the company to deliver 
on the amount it bid. 

Despite the problems in deliv- 
ering on their bid price, Wiebe 
said he thought die plan was still 
on track. 

"We have never thought in 
terms, of the project ending,” he 
said Wednesday. “We have 
always thought in terms of delays 
and the project going forward.” 

Then, last March, sheriffs and 
county commissions in Beaver 
and Millard counties approached 
Corrections offering 300 cells for 
nearly S20 less per bed each day. 
That prompted the- department 
and governor’s office to reassess 
the deal with Cornell. 
__“If.thosc..beds hadn’t been 
available, we’d have gone ahead 
with the private prison," Haun 
said. “This is, pure and simple, a 
business decision and in my mind 
any other decision would have 
been irresponsible." 

Cornell initially told the state it 
would cost 547,07 per prisoner for 
each day of incarceration. In the 
original bid, the state also would 
have had to pay an additional 
$15.56 per inmate to retire 
Cornell's debt for construction of 
the facility.

BOISE (AP) - Resident Roy 
Tidwell jokes the printed results 
of a state inspection which left 
the state veterans home on a 
form of probation are “good sci- 
ence-fiction reading.” 

Home administrator Bill 
McHail takes them n little more 
seriously. He said all the neces- 
sary fixes arc donu except one: 
Tho homo is still trying to figure 
out where some veterans in a top- 
floor wing will eat. 

When McHail took over in 
January, the home was still reel- 
ing from a report detailing 
-numerous violations. The staff 


was in turmoil, the turnover too 
high. 

Late this spring, another state 
survey found a new set of viola- 
tions - though not nearly as 
extensive - and downgraded the 
facility's license to “provisional” 
for six months. 

When the home reports it has 
answered the survey’s concerts, - 
the state Bureau of Facilities - 
Standards will do a follow-up. 

McHail attributed most of the 
problems to a lack of staff. It is 
hard enough to recruit and main- 
tain health-care workers, and the 
post couple of years have been 


rough ones for many workers. 

“The place is just crawling 
with staff, literally," McHail said. 
The home is required to have 2.4 
nursing hours' per resident per 
day. Recently, after a several- 
month recruitment push, the 
facility passed the 4-hour mark, 
McHail said. 

The trick is to keep them on 
staff. 

“Nurses aren’t going into nurs- 
ing anymore," nursing director 
Jeanne Miller said. "Bedside 
nursing is very challenging, but 
they’re always having to deal 
with the paperwork. It ends up 


burning them out.” 

And the law states that each : 
resident must be “treated with ' 
consideration, respect and full” 
recognition of his dignity and ■ 
individuality.”

BOISE (AP)'- A U.S. 
Department of Agriculture inves- 
tigation into a tiger attack at the 
city zoo is the second federal 
examination of problems at the 
zoo in the post three years. 

Department officials are inves- 
tigating to see if Zoo Boise violat- 
ed_the_ federal Animal .Welfare— 
Act. Zoo manager David Wayne 
was leading a behind-the-scenes 
tour for patrons during a Friday 
fund-raiser when an Amur tiger 
escaped through an unlocked 
gate and pounced on Jan Gold. 

Gold, 40, remains in serious 
but stable condition at a Boise 
hospital. She also was hit in the 


leg by one of three rounds a city 
policeman fired to scare off the 
600-pound cat. 

The city has not made any 
decisions about covering Gold’s 
medical bills. Wayne has been 
placed on paid administrative 
leave.

is one of several looking into the 
incident. The Boise Police 
Department and Boise Parks and 
Recreation Department also 
have their own. 

Investigators also will try to 
determine if any crime was com- 
mitted that allowed the tiger to

Tribe has questions

A public notice of the closure signed 
by Fort Hall Treasurer Mike Dann is 
hanging on the front door. It lists sev- 
eral brief reasons, including non-com- 
pliance with building codes required 
by the National Indian Gaming 
Commission. 

“Additional funds are needed to 
place the Bannock Peak Casino in an 
operational condition to meet mini- 
mum internal controls,” it reads. 

Dann’s letter also states the casino is 
in an area with on unresolved environ- 
mental cleanup issue. 

Fort Hall Tribal Business Council 
Chairman Lionel Boyer said old tanks 
underneath the casino parking lot and 
the adjacent trading post may contain 
agricultural fertilizers that pose an 
environmental threat. 

But he said Tuesday he was not cer- 
tain of their contents. Both the trading 
post and the casino have been closed 
in the past because of the tanks, but “I 
thought they had that resolved." 

Boyer said he expects the casino will 
reopen in the future. Proceeds from its 
operation ore used for tribal services. 

"It will be a loss of money for the 
tribes,” he said of the closure. “We 
won’t be getting that Income."

Novell earnings slip some more 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Novell Inc. saw earnings drop by 
more than 83 percent in the third 
quarter as sales of its packaged 
business software continued to 
,fall despite the company's 
-dltcmpis to reorganize. Still, the 
results met Wall Street expecta- 
tions. 

The Provo-based company 
reported earnings Wednesday of 
$8.57 million, or 3 cents a share, 
compared with S49.3 million, or 
14 cents per share, in the year- 
ago quarter. 

Wednesday's report came on 
the heels of Wall Street predic- 
tions that earnings could rise as 
high as 5 cents a share, 3 cents 
more than earlier expectations of 


analysts surveyed by First 
Call/Thomson Financial. 

Much of that optimism came 
from Novell's restructuring of its 
sales force, which has struggled 
in the face of a challenge from 
Windows 2000 and growing inter- 
est in the alternative operating 
system called Linux. 

But Novell CEO Eric Schmidt 
said the makeover has been 
rougher and slower than the com- 
pany expected. 

“It’s been a costly, unintended 
learning experience, unfortunate- 
ly," Schmidt said Wednesday. 
"And the results we've released 
this afternoon have reflected that." 

In fact, revenue from Novell's 
mainstay NetWare server soft- 


ware was down 29 percent for the 
year to $120 million. Revenue 
from older products slipped 42 
percent. 

To stay ahead, Novell plans to 
offer more NetWare add-ons to 
current customers and emphasize 
its large storage ability in a ver- 
sion due out next year. Schmidt 
also announced plans to lure new 
customers with a television ad 
campaign this full. 

At the same time, Schmidt 
said, Novell wants to focus atten- 
tion on some of its newer prod- 
ucts, including ZenWare for desk- 
tops, which grew 40 percent in 
the last year, and a subscription- 
based software for online content 
providers.

Investors sold retail stocks in 
the fear that second-half profits 
could fall short of expectations if 
consumer spending eases in step 
with the Federal Reserve Board’s 
policy of cooling the economy to 
fight inflation 

’Economic data released. 
Wednesday provided further evi- 
dence that the Fed’s strategy to 
slow the economy may be work- 
-ing. 

“When you huve slowing eco- 
nomic growth, there are two 
effects. First, there is reduced 
pressure for the Federal Reserve 
Board to increase' interest rates," 
said Richard Hoey, chief econo- 
mist and chief investment strate- 
gist at Dreyfus Corp. in New York. 

“However, a slower economy 
also creates less robust expecta- 
tions for corporate profits, espe- 
cially in the retail sector,” -Hoey 
said. 

The Labor Department’s 
Consumer Price Index, a widely 
watched barometer for inflation, 
showed that consumer prices rose 
- a mild 0.2 percent last month, as 
the cost of gasoline cased after 
soaring in June. 

The CPf’s core rate, which 
excludes the volatile food and 
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energy sectors, also rose just 0.2 
percent, for a fourth consecutive 
nionih, suggesting that. most other 
prices remain under control. 

In another sign that the econo- 
my is cooling, the Commerce ' 
Department reported Wednesday 
that housing construction fell 3.3 
percent in July to the lowest level 
in at least two years. It was the 
third straight monthly decline. 

If the Fed, which has raised 
interest rates six limes in the past 
14 months, feels their economic 
tiglitening plan is working, inter- 
est rates will likely he left 
unchanged at the Fed's next meet- 
ing Aug. 22. 

The markets have lacked a 
clear direction for weeks ahead of 
the Fed meeting, fluctuating from 


day to day based on earnings 
rejxirts or economic data. 

"Investors are pretty compla- 
cent right now. There’s no reason 
for them to make a decision one 
way or the other. Why ruffle any 
feathers?” said Sal Calabrese, 
managing director of U.S. listed 
equities at Dresdner Bank in New 
York. 

Profit taking in the financial 
services sector left those stocks 
down across the Ixiard. 

A handful of technology stocks 
helped keep the Nasdaq in posi- 
tive territory. Online auctioneer 
eBay led Nasdaq gainers, jumping 
$5,625 to $57.50. Internet portal 
companies Yahoo!, tip $1,687 to 
S134. and Lycos, up $3,125 to 
$61,063, also provided a lift.

Greenhom-Mahoney Loop is one of Idaho’s finest mountain bike rides 


T he mountains of central Idaho 
offer many stellar mountain 
bike rides, so choosing a 
favorite can be difficult. Any 
contender must be physically 
demanding, but not brutal, allowing 
cyclists to get a good workout without get- 
ting worked over. Ideally, the terrain 
should be tricky enough to keep riders on 
their guard, but not overly fearful for their 
safety. The final ingredient is gorgeous 

mountain scenery. 

These aesthetic qualities often mean the 
difference between a ride that’s merely 
adequate and one that’s truly exhilarating. 

One ride that meets all of these criteria 
is the Greenhorn Gulch-Mahoney Butte 
Loop in the Smoky Mountains, northwest 
of Hailey. In Stephen Stuebner’s guide- 
book, “Mountain Biking Idaho,” cyclists 
are offered a collection of the state’s most 
outstanding rides. Several entries are list- 
ed from the Wood River Valley, but it’s no 
surprise that Stuebner refers to the 
Greenhorn Gulch-Maloney Butte Loop as a 
“signature singletrack.” 

Location, location, location 

The Smoky Mountains are creased by 
deep valleys and cleaved by steep ridges. 
These valleys shepherd perennial streams 
from the high peaks down to the Big Wood 
River. The upper elevations are cloaked in 
cool forests, while -the lower slopes afe 
swathed in sage and dazzling wildflowcrs. 

From the trailhead, cyclists work their 
way up and over a low bench, then 
descend to Greenhorn Creek. This is where 
the loop begins.

The loop can be ridden in either direc- 
^jtion, but most cyclists prefer to go straight, 
up Greenhorn Gulch, and then let ’er rip 
on the Mahoney downhill. 

What goes up ... 

The climb up Greenhorn Gulch starts 
out fairly level, but the angle steepens as 
the valley narrows. It’s a pleasant climb 
because the trail, shaded by evergreens 
and aspen, never strays far from the creek. 
As the elevation increases, the shadows 


deepen and a host of exotic wildflowcrs 
paint the scene. Fireweed, monkshood and 
geranium are everywhere. 

Higher still, the path steepens and its 
loose din makes cyclists struggle to main- 
tain traction, momentum and balance. 
Bear right at trail junctions and do your 
best to keep ’em turning on your way to 
the top. From there, the view is like a 
scene from a postcard. To the west are the 
Smokys, while the majestic peaks of the 
Pioneer Range dominate the eastern sky- 
line. .The zenith of the ride is at nearly 
1,000 feet, so cool breezes sweep over the

After a little more climbing, it’s downhill 
all the way back to the start of the loop. 

Must come down 

Most of the return leg is perfect for high- 
speed riding, but there is a rocky bit near 
the top and a handful of loose switchbacks 
as the trail nears Mahoney Creek. 

The strain of climbing 2,000 feet quickly 
fades as riders streak through a blur of for- 
est and flowers. The trail begs.to be ridden 
fast ns it swoops and banks along the tum- 
bling stream, so most riders gladly submit 
to gravity’s wishes. After a final, steep 
descent, the angle eases and the loop ends 
in a verdant meadow dotted with tranquil 
beaver ponds. 

As riders pedal the final mile back to the 
trailhead, they have plenty of time to 
reflect on why the Greenhom-Mahoney 
Loop is one of Idaho’s premier mountain 
bike adventures.

PRIEST LAKE - A boat is the 
obvious toy to take to Priest 
Lake. But don’t forget a pair of 
hiking shoes. 

The water attracts most peo- 
ple: 26,000 acres of dear water 
surrounded by 80 miles of shore. 
Priest Lake is the region’s par- 
adise for boating, huckleberry 
picking, mushroom gathering, 
canoeing and camping. It has 12 
campgrounds and six resorts, 
give or take a few. 

With the exception of a new 
monstrosity that stands out like 
a pimple on the hillside above 
Coolin and a few of the rebuilt 
eye-shockers at the north end of- 
the lake, development at Priest 
has had a tradition of blending 
in. ^ * 

Ditto for the trails that the 
water-bound masses rarely expe- 
rience. 


More than 200 miles of trails 
are maintained on the Priest 
Lake Ranger District of the 
Panhandle National Forests. 
They indude short nature trails 
at Hanna Flats and Granite Falls 
that are ideal for everyone from 
youngsters to oldsters. 

Lowland routes lead through 
ancient cedar forests along the 
Upper Priest River or on short 
jaunts to Lakeview Mountain's 
panoramic overlook of the lake. 

More ambitious hikes climb to 
the Shedroof Divide and Salmo- 
Priest Wilderness northwest of ■ 
the lake near the Washington- 
Idaho border. 

Although a trail runs the 
—length- of-the-Shedroof-Divide; — 
it’s once again becoming feasible 
for hikers to link several trails or 
closed forest roads to make 
three-day loops' now that the 
Forest Service has begun 
reopening trails leading up from 


Hughes Meadows and the Upper 
Priest River. 

Hikers also can stay close to 
the main lake on three trails that 
hug the west shore, perfect for 
long-distance workouts or after- 
dinner strolls. 

Hikers will notice a major dif- 
ference between trails on the 
west and east sides of the lake. 

The west side is managed by 
the Forest Service, which has 
summer crews that regularly 
maintain 152 miles of trail. 
Another 50 miles are cleared 
occasionally by fire crews. 

The east side of the lake is 
managed largely by the Idaho 
Department of Lands, which has 
-no-recreHrion~programrThe' 
department has even shied from 
allowing volunteers to maintain 
trails because of liability con- 
cerns, officials said. 

Local groups are organizing to 
improve all trails in the region.

CAMP MUIR, Wash. (AP) - 
Should nature call nearly two 
tnilcs up the flank of Mount 
Rainier, a new outhouse will be 
accessible to all. 

■ The new privy at Camp Muir, 
the overnight stop for climbers 
scaling the 14,411-foot mountain, 
is being built to accommodate 
the disabled. 

“The mountain itself, that’s 
Mother Nature. But if it’s man- 
made, then it needs to be accessi- 
ble to anybody,” said Jeff Pagels 
of Ashwaubenon, Wis., a para- 
plegic climber who filed a com- 
plaint after struggling to use an 
outhouse at Camp Muir, located 
at the mountain’s 10, 080-foot 
level. 

Pagels, a five-time Olympic 
medalist in Nordic ski racing 
who was paralyzed by a falling 
tree in 1984, used a sled-like “sit 
ski” to ratchet up ropes laid over 
snow. Pagels took two days to 
reach Camp Muir on his June' 
1999 climb, and was upset that it 
took four other climbers to help 
him into one of the two outhous- 
es at the camp. 

Park officials decided to build 
a third, handicapped-accessible 
outhouse rather than fight 
Pagels’ complaint in court or 
seek a waiver from federal rules. 

“Muir gets tens of thousands 
of people to it. It’s one of our 
most popular destinations,” park 
Superintendent Jon Jarvis, said. 
“I can’t predict who's going to 
get there, how they're going to 
get there and under what 
power." 


The outhouse was flown this 
week to Mount Rainier, in the 
Cascade Range about 60 miles 
southeast of Seattle. 

Pagels acknowledged he filed 
his complaint in pan because he 
was upset over park officials’ 
response to his climb. He was 
particularly angered, he said, 
when a park ranger forced him 
to change his path to avoid dam- 
age to plants. 

“I felt like I was being extra 
scrutinized," Pagels said. 

The complaint was supported 
by the U.S. Access Board, an 
independent federal agency that 
enforces laws such as the 
Americans with Disabilities Act. 

“We tend to err on the side of 
access overall,” said Dave 
Yanchulis, a board accessibility 
specialist. 

“There’s not an exemption 
that says when you’re up on a 
hill and you have a lot of rocky 
terrain, then you don’t have to 
comply," he said. 

But another poroplcgic 
climber said Pagels’ complaint 
could do more harm than good 
for the image of the disabled, 
and it’s not the sort of issue the 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
was designed to address. 

“It's a disservice to disabled 
people in that it makes us look 
petty,” said Pete Riekc, n 


tracked “snow pod" he designed 
himself. 

Rieke said it does little good to 
' fly a wheelchair-accessible out- 
house to snow- and rock-covered 
terrain where no wheelchair can 
Ro. 

“Jeff Pagels is still going to 
have to be carried into the toi- 
let,” Rieke said. “His sit ski and 
my snow pod won’t allow him to 
get into those facilities.” 

Rieke said he didn’t try to use 
the outhouses on his cjimb, 
instead taking used park-issued 
sanitary plastic bogs designed to 
hold waste until it can be dis- 
posed of at lower elevations. 

He said the park would be bel- 
ter off spending its handicapped- 
accessible dollars somewhere 
besides the mountnintop. 

But Mike Carney, the park’s 
backcountry maintenance super- 
visor and aviation manager, esti- . 
mates the cost of designing, 
building and flying in the out- 
house at only about $6,000. It 
will be placed on an existing 
foundation. 

In comparison, Camp Muir’s 
other outhouses are designed to 
use sunlight to let wasie evapo- 
rate in a greenhouse-iike envi- 
ronment and cost about $12,000 
each.

'ear to try to bag a high peak 
iccause almost oil the snow is 
gone and more won’t come until 
September. Trails are dried out 
and hiking is at its best. There ore 
at least a thousand peaks across 
the state worth climbing and 
about 200 are over 10,000 feet in 
elevation. They range from 12,655- 
foot Bo roll Peak (Idaho’s highest) 
in the Lost River Range to 10,751- 
foot Thompson Peak in the 
Sawtooths. 

Another cool reason to climb a 
peak is to soak in the view. 

“It’s magnificent,” said Lori 
Graves of Boise, who has bagged 
five peaks. “It’s so inspiring, itfiUs 
your tanks.” 

Graves got to the top of Galena 
Peak ana couldn’t believe the 
scenic panorama. The views 
extended into the Smoky, White 
Cloud, Sawtooth and Boulder 
mountains. Idaho 75, the main 
highway from Sun Valley to 
Stanley, looked like a piece of 
thread. Two hawks soared hear 
the peak, adding a touch of the 
wild. A continuous carpet of forest ' 
stretches along tile nearby moun- 
tain passes. Light-green meadows 
can be seen weaving in and out of 
the forested terrain.

• Our intrepid hikers stopped in 
Sun Valley on Friday evening and 
hit Smoky Mountain Pizza for 
spaghetti and meatballs, black 
bean ravioli, veggie pizza and 
Greek penne.

• After a night of tossing and 
turning on sticks and rocks, a car 
door slams at 6 a.m. It’s time to 
crawl out of die sleeping bag, sljp 
on worm clothes and munch on a 
cold bagel with cream cheese. No 
time to brew coffee. Just opqn a 
bottle of Starbucks mocha some- 
dung or other. 

• At 630 a.m. the group starts 


up the trail. It doesn't last long 
before It runs out and it+s time to 
bushwhack across a side in.

Time to rest and wolf 
down a banana for energy and a 
fourth of the water in your water 
bottle. It’s also time that Tim 
Meyers mokes sure his golden 
retriever’s feet ore OK. The dog. 
Joe, is wearing booties to protect 
his feet from the talus slopes. Joe 
goes everywhere with him, even 
dctoss the Sawtooths.

Bear attacks couple in Glacier Park 


Texas spins strange summer fish stories 


GLACIER NATIONAL PARK, 
Mont. (AP) - Backpackers Kelly 
Krpain and Kim Taffer had just 
descended Monday from a heav- 
enly scene above the clouds at 
Swiftcurrent Pass in Glacier 
National Park, when they round- 
ed a bond and faced a hiker’s 
nightmare - a charging bear. 

The business students from the 
University of Michigan at Ann 
Arbor had just four miles left of 
tiieir five-day, 55-mile hike, said 
Krpata, who was recovering 
Tuesday in a Great Falls hospital 
after he was bitten on his thighs 
and hips. 

The couple was talking and 
whistling and the small bear bell 
qn Taffer’s pack was ringing as 
they neared Bullhead. Lake in 
tipper Swiftcurrent Valley, 
moments before the attack. 

Krpata, 26, and his girlfriend, 
Kim Taffer, 27, also of Ann 
Arbor, may owe their survival to 
their act of lying still on Ahe 
ground, park spokeswoman Amy 
Vanderbilt said. 

Krpata said he dropped to the 
ground and curled up in a fetal 
position, with his backpack serv- 
ing as protection. He didn’t have 
time to unclip a canister of pep- 
per spray from a shoulder strap 
pn his pack. 

• “I just waited it out," he said. 
**It was on top of me about 10 sec- 
onds, and it did some good work 
in those 10 seconds. I was scream-

mg, trying to ... I don’t even know 
what I was trying to do.

Taffer said she heard the bear 
approach her as she lay motion- 
less. 

“I could see brown out of the 
comer of my eye, and it felt like 
it was about a foot away from my 
head," she said. “All of a sudden, 
it turned and walked away." 

The bear shredded Krpata’s 
sleeping pad strapped on his 
pack and also tore the pack. 

Krpata was moved 35 miles on 


a wheeled litter to a trailhead, 
where he was picked up by an 
ambulance, Vanderbilt said. Pork 
officials were examining bear 
droppings to try to learn if the 
attacker was a black or a grisdy 
bear. 

Krpata said a doctor told hinv 
to forget his plans to run with 
Taffer in the Chicago marathon 
in October. 

He said he will not give up hik- 
ing. 

“But I may not do it in bear 
country," he said.

DALLAS - It’s been one of 
those summers in Texas when 
unusual fish stories keep coming 
up - some belated, some exotic, 
others just involving big fish 
caught in unusual circumstances. 

One belated fish story is a 
record largemouth bass caught 
from Lake Ray Hubbard by 
Leonard Nuttall of Garland on 
March' 18. Nuttall’S fish weighed 
11.19 pounds and was 2635 inch- 
es long. Because of an unusual 
paperwork backup, it was not cer- 
tified as a lake record until June 
30. 

Ray Hubbard, just east of 
Dallas, is not known as a large- 
mouth hot spot, but Nuttoll’s bass 
is the fourth lake record since 
1998. It eclipses the previous 
record of 11,02 pounds caught in 
February 1999 by Thomas Hulsey 
of Rowlett. The Hulsey fish 
replaced a month-old 10.71-pound 
lake record caught by Travis 
Hughes of Rowlett, whose record 
topped the 10.63-pounder caught 
in November 1998 by Walter 
Keitin^ of Garland. 

Keltmg's bass was the first dou- 
ble-digit largemouth reported 
from Ray Hubbard. 

At Cedar Creek Lake on July 
17, Mary Speed,- 15, daughter of 
veteran fishing outfitter Ron 
Speed of Malakoff, caught a 49- 
pound blue catfish that missed 
setting a lake record by two 
pounds. The unusual thing about 
the fish was that she was crappie 
fishing with 10-pound test line 
when the blue cat bit her slab 
spoon. The light line held up, but 
tne powerful fish broke her rod 
about IS minutes into the 35- 
minute fight. It’s not easy fighting 
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a 49-pound fish on a broken rod, 
but Mary hung on. She and her 
proud father managed to wrestle 
the tired catfish into a bass land- 
ing net and aboard tile bass boat. 

Speed has been in the fishing 
business for more than 25 years, 
and he has lots of big fish stories 
to tell, but helping his young 
daughter catch a giant catfish is 
his new favorite. 

“It was pretty amazing because 
the fish wrapped up in the brush 
three times and still didn’t break 
the line,” Speed sold. “I had to 
use the trolling motor to stay with 
the catfish. We landed the fish 
more than 200 yards from where 
Mary hooked it.” 

Speed tried to cram the big cat- 
fish in his bass boat Iivewdl and it 
made an amusing picture, 
because only the fish’s head 
would Cl Half the fish was stick- 
ing straight up above the boss 
boat’s rear deck. 

At least Mary Speed had a con- 
siderable amount of fishing expe- 
rience to help her in her trial. 
That wasn’t the case with Aaron 
Fletcher, 14, and Sarah Fletcher, 
16, of Carrollton. They had never 
been fishing and they had never 
laid eyes on the Guff of Mexico 
before their dad, Kenneth 
Fletcher of Royse City, took them 
fishing at Port Mansfield on July 
19. 

The Fletchers were fishing with 
Dwane and Casey Cox of 
Carrollton. The Coxes ore guides 
on Dallas-area lakes and travel to 
Port Mansfield for offshore fish- 
ing in the calm weather of mid to 
late summer. Unlike most off- 
* shore fishermen, the Coxes are 
firm believers in using live bait. 
They get up well before daylight 
and use a cast net to catch a vari- 
ety of live baits, any of which will ' 


tempt just about any offshore 
predator. 

On July 19, Dwane Cox had his 
26-foot Boston Whaler anchored 
over a cutoff rig in 90 feet of 
water off Port Mansfield. The cut- 
off rig was once a productive off- 
shore oil platform.

Slickrock offers mecca for mountain bikers

MOAB, Utah (AP) - Mars looks 
promising. The moon has serious 
big-air potential and perfect ter- 
rain. But here on Earth, there is . 
no place for mountain biking like 
Moab’s famous Slickrock Trail. 

Every year, thousands of riders 
follow the 12 miles of white- 
painted marks that flow over the 
petrified Navajo formation sand 
dunes just east of Moab. 

It just may be the most inap- 
propriately named of Utah’s 
desert wonders. Sick? Yes. The 
angles are extreme. Sticky? 
Absolutely. Slick? Anything but. 
Fat, knobby mountain bike tires 
stick to the sandstone surfaces 
like they are magnetized. 

The term slickrock comes from 
the difficulty steel-shod horses 
had keeping their footing on the 
old mining trails. But rubber 
clings like Velcro. 

This enables riders to do wild 
things, things that are not always 
wise but always end in endorphin 
highs. The super-traction provid- 
ed by slickrock means bikers can 
grind up far steeper inclines and 
drop down faces that make hang- 
ing your backside far over the 
rear tire a door-die necessity. 

“It’s tough, but there is 'no 
other place with petrified dunes 
and sticky rock. With strength. 


balance and technique it allows 
you to climb and descend stuff 
you could never do on dirt,” said 
Darrell Manning, 34, wrench guy 
and guide for Moab Cydery. 

Manning is a riding machine. 
He was ranked 13th in the world 
at the expert level (below semi- 
pro and pro) and seventh in the 
nation last season. 

The massive front forks on his 
downhill bike allow him to drop 
off 8-foot diffs onto flat surfaces. 
Not your grandad’s Schwinn. 

And Slickrock is not grandad's 
paper route. “It’s super grippy, 
and even when it’s wet, it’s still 
pretty tacky,” he said. 

Slickrock separates the tourers 
from the tourists like no other 
place, 

“You’re riding up 80 grit sand- 
paper. It allows you to do all 
kinds of stuff,” said Crash 
Desario at Poison Spider 
Bicydes. 

Like crash. The place doles out 
heavy abuse on bikes and bodies 
and Desario would like to see 
people a little less gung-ho. — 

"Folks underestimate how long 
13 miles is on that kind of ter- 
rain. They underestimate the 
heat, they underestimate the 
hard surfaces ... there’s no forgiv- 
ing part of the trail, no soft spots. 

I don’t like to see folks hurt and 
we see it too mudi," he said. 


For expert riders, it’s a big 
playground, rife with little half 
pipes, steep attack angles, jumps, 
drops. The sign at the entrance 
warns the trail is for advanced 
riders only. This is not a place to * 
leam. 

Beginners hear about the 
famous frozen sand dunes and- 
imagine a gently rolling stone 
path. The rocks are rounded and 
the path is smooth. But the 
angles here are built to mangle. 
Reality strikes about a half mile 
into the trail when it seems to 
end at a small cliff. 

Peer down over the edge, how- 
ever, and there they are - those 
beckoning white paint 'marks.' It " 
is a short, brutal, expert-only 
drop that includes a hairpin 
switchback that must be negoti- 
ated while standing on the 
brakes. 

Smart beginners decided to 
walk. “It’s pretty dramatic angles 
... people get in over their head 
fast," Manning said. “People get 
freaked out on how steep things 
- are.They-attempt to climb up, — 
don’t make it and fall.” 

A 3-mile practice loop on the 
trail is the place to start. It has 
the steep angles but they are not 
as long, so riders who lose control 
don’t crash with as much speed.

Modern archer needs 
good, reliable equipment 


BOISE - (AP) You can be the 
best archery shot in the woods. 
You can hike any mountain 
without breaking nary a sweat. 
You know how to bugle with the 
best of them. And you’re shoot- 
ing at a target as big as a sport 
utility vehicle. But if you haven’t 
matched your arrows and broad- “ 
heads to your bow, bad things 
could happen. You could mi^S. 
Worse yet, you could hit the elk 
. in the wrong place. 

“That’s unacceptable if you’re 
a real bowhunter," said Dwight 
Schuh, a world-renowned 
bowhunter from the Treasure 
Valley. “You need to buy the 
very best ammunition you can. If 
you!re going to spend some 
money, spend it on broadheads 
and arrows. They are that impor- 


At its most elementary, the 
sport of archery and bowhunting 
is very rudimentary. You start 
with a stick bent taut by a string. 
You add a long, slender shaft for 
an arrow. Pull back the string 
and let fly. 

But today’s archery gear is 
much more sophisticated. 
You’ve got classic traditional 
gear - longbows and recurves. \ 
Then you have the array of com- 


pound bows - single-cams, dual- 
cams, dual-wheels— the choices- 
are virtually endless. _ 

And as bow technology has 
advanced, so has arrow design. 
During the days of early 
bowhunting pioneers like Fred 
Bear and Howard Hill, there was 
but one choice for arrows: cedar. 
But today, there’s much more - 
aluminum, carbon, carbon-alu- 
minum hybrids. Even the wopd 
of wooden arrow shafting has 
become perplexirigly divcrsit- 
There’s cedar, chundoo, Norway, 
pine, sitka spruce, ash and mole. 
And then there’s always the 
option of tapered or non-tapered 
shafts.

There is no perfect way to pre- 
pare for slickrock technique 
because there is no place like it. 
Veteran slickrocker Greg 
Tibbetts of Salt Lake suggests 
riders from the Wasatch area 
should ride until they are com- 
fortable on the Mill Creek 
Canyon Pipeline Trail. 

“Slickrock is harder, but at 
least you have an idea what is 
going on. There’s some hairy 
downhills on that (Pipeline),” he 
said. 

A chronically sore bottom can 
cancel a second day of riding for 
beginners, yet gel scats should be 
avoided, Tibbetts says. “They 
squish down and hold your butt 
bone right on the scat, so you get 
more sore over t he co urse of the 
day,” he said. Go with padded 
shorts instead. Armor is the other 
-key. Start with a helmet and 
work your way down with shin 
guards, elbows and knees pads, 
full-fingered gloves and padded 
cycling shorts. 

“More protection the better. It 
hurts when you come off on the 
rock.
